In  the  year  1947  Wilmington 
College  opened  its  doors  to  an 
estimated  160  students  as  a  ju- 
nior college.  Now  it's  40  years 
later  and  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Wilmington 
has  a  lot  to  show  Underneath 
the  Colours  —  green  and  gold. 

The  campus  of  Wilmington 
College,  which  consisted  of 
Alderman.  Hoggard,  and 
James  Halls,  and  two  parking 
lots,  has  now  become  a  cam- 
pus of  over  forty  buildings  — 
including  six  dorms  and  not 
nearly  enough  parking  lots. 
And  the  campus  is  still  grow- 
ing rapidly  with  more  than 
6000  students  presently  en- 
rolled in  classes. 

As  for  the  greeks  in  1947, 
there  were  none.  The  oldest 
chapter  is  Pi  Kappa  Phi,  which 
was  established  in  1968.  There 
are  now  eight  social  fraterni- 
ties, five  social  sororities,  and 
one  business,  one  service,  and 
one  honor  fraternity,  making 
up  the  sixteen  Greek  organi-

In  1947,  when  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  at  Wilmington  was 
known  as  Wilmington  College,  there 
were  no  "walking  boxes"  to  bump 
into  on  campus  on  moving  day.

There  were  no  dorms,  no  apart- 
ments. Forty  years  ago  students 
lived  at  home  or  rented  rooms  from 
Wilmington  residents.  This  may 
have  limited  campus  social  life 
somewhat,  but  , consequently  de- 
creased the  headaches  involved  in 
the  entire  process.  To  students  of 
the  '80's,  however,  this  process  has 
changed  significantly.

Although  life  at  the  University  level 
focuses  primarily  on  academics,  it  has 
been  discovered  that,  at  times,  stu- 
dents have  been  known  to  turn  to  so- 
cial interaction  as  a  type  of  escape 
from  the  pressures  of  college  life.  Par- 
ties, for  some  time,  have  been  the  ma- 
jor means  of  socialization  for  college 
students  at  every  level.  The  primary 
focus  has  been  the  consumption  of  al- 
cohol, as  well  as  emphasizing  social  in- 
teraction. However,  the  new  laws  go- 
vernign  students  under  21  are  having 
an  effect  on  not  only  the  locations,  but 
also  the  age  groups  which  participate 
together  in  an  effort  to  socialize.  Pri- 
marily, freshmen  and  sophomores 
have  been  forced  into  looking  for  new 
forms  of  "partying".

Several  bar/restaurants  are 
allowing  those  who  are  no  longer  of 
age  in  during  the  early  evening  hours, 
however,  around  the  hours  of  9:30  or 
10:00  they  are  no  longer  able  to  stay.

Parking  Not  Among  Changes 


There  have  been  several  changes  on 
campus  over  the  past  year.  One  of 
these  changes  involves  the  massive 
growth  of  students.  More  than  6,000 
students  were  enrolled  at  UNCW  this 
past  year.  As  a  result  of  the  greater 
number  of  students,  the  admissions 
board  has  made  it  more  difficult  to  be 
accepted  into  the  university,  making 
this  a  more  respectable  college. 

Architectural  changes  have  also 
been  made.  The  water  tower  was  re- 
painted with  the  letters  "UNCW" 
painted  on  it.  The  pool  was  recon- 
structed to  correct  a  problem  which 
arose  before  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
semester.  In  addition,  during  the  first 
two  months  of  school,  students 
couldn't  help  but  notice  the  expansion 
to  Randall  Library,  which  doubled  in 
size.  Kenan  Auditorium  received  a  new 


roof   in   the  middle  of   all  the  other 
improvements. 

There  have  also  been  changes  re- 
garding the  financial  situations  involv- 
ing private  transportation  on  campus. 
The  price  of  parking  decals  this  year 
were  $46.00  for  everyone,  and  the  cost 
of  a  ticket  for  no  decal  this  year  went 
up  from  $5.00  to  $15.00.  Students  who 
were  close  to  campus  used  alternative 
strategies  in  getting  to  class.  Some  of 
these  methods  included  walking, 
hitch-hiking,  riding  a  bicycle  or  skate- 
boarding. Most  students  feel  that  one 
change  we  most  definately  could  have 
benefitted  from,  but  unfortuneately 
was  not  accomplished,  was  providing 
more  parking  spaces  for  the  off-cam- 
pus students.  If  we  all  pray  really  hard, 
maybe  that  will  be  a  priority  for  next 
year.

As  the  first  secret  society  for  col- 
lege women,  Alpha  Delta  Pi  got  its 
start  on  May  15,  1851  on  the  campus  of 
Wesleyan  Female  College  in  Macon, 
Georgia.  On  December  Q,  1981  a  local 
sorority.  Phi  Beta  Psi,  was  formed  on 
the  University  of  North  Carolina  at 
Wilmington.  On  February  12,  1983.  they 
were  installed  as  the  Eta  Alpha  chapter 
of  Alpha  Delta  Pi  with  19  members. 

Represented  by  the  colors  azure  blue 
and  white,  the  woodland  violet,  and 
their  mascot  the  lion,  the  "sisters  by 
the  sea"  currently  have  54  members, 
who  through  numerous  service  pro- 
jects raise  money  for  their  philanthro- 
py, the  Ronald  McDonald  House.  Such 
projects  have  included  the  Mr.  Sexy 
Legs  Contest,  Valentine's  Day  balloon 
sale  and  a  tater-totter-a-thon.

The  purpose?  of  ihe  association  are  lo  promote  and 
encourage  fellowship  and  friendship  among  its 
members;  lo  foster  good  will  on  the  part  of  its 
members  and  others  toward  the  University  of  North 
Carolina  at  Wilmington;  and  to  aid  and  assist  the 
university  in  general. 

MEMBERSHIP  ,    „         . 

The  membership  consists  of  all  graduates  ol  the 
University  of  North  Carolina  at  Wilmington  or  Wil- 
mington College,  or  students  who  have  attended 
classes  and  completed  any  resident  credit. 

Associate  (non-voting)  members  include  members 
of  the  faculty  of  the  university  who  do  not  otherwise 
qualify  as  members  of  the  alumni  association,  full- 
lime  administrative  officers  of  UNCW.  honorary 
degree  holders,  and  others  who  regularly  support  and 
patronize  the  university. 

Active  members  in  good  standing,  entitled  to  the 
rights  and  privileges  of  the  association  as  determined 
by  the  Board  of  Directors,  are  those  members  who 
contribute  to  the  Alumni  Annual  Fund. 

ALUMNI  ACTIVITIES 

The  Alumni  Association  has  increased  its  visibili- 
ty on  campus  by  organizing  and  sponsoring 
volunteers  known  as  Student  Ambassadors.  This 
select  student  group  is  supervised  by  the  alumni  affairs 
officer  to  help  with  public  relations  functions  and 
alumni  programming. 

In  an  effort  to  expand  its  services,  the  association 
holds  alumni  rallies  in  Jacksonville.  Charlotte. 
Greensboro  and  Raleigh.  Plans  are  being  made  to 
schedule  meetings  in  other  areas  of  alumni  concen- 
trations. Other  alumni-sponsored  programs  include 
hosting  the  annual  social,  tours  to  Europe.  Hawaii, 
and  the  Caribbean,  homecoming  participation,  pre- 
game  socials  during  basketball  season,  class  reunions, 
distinguished  service  awards,  and  awards  to  the 
graduating  senior  with  the  highest  academic  average. 
The  UNCW  Alumni  Association  annually  awards 
four  tuition-and-fees  scholarships. 

The  success  and  continuation  of  these  programs  de- 
pend on  support  generated  through  the  Annual  Fund. 

THE  ANNUAL  FUND 

In  1977  the  Alumni  Association  voted  to  replace 
membership  dues  with  the  Alumni  Annual  Fund 
(A  AF)  Under  this  approach,  each  alumnus  and  alum- 
na receives  mailings  and  announcements  from  the 
Alumni  Affairs  Office,  and  each  is  asked  to  make  an 
annual  gift  to  help  support  alumni-sponsored  pro- 
grams. This  approach  is  working  .  .  . 


This  chart  shows  where  the  1983-84  Alumnf 
Annual  Fund  dollars  went.  About  45  percent  was 
spent  for  university  program  stipport,  and  about  55 
percent  for  alumni  programming  and  expenses. 
University  program  support  included  academic  and 
athletic  scholarships,  and  money  donated  to  air- 
condition  Trask  Coliseum.  Alumni  programming 
included  area  rallies.  Student  Ambassadors,  awards, 
annual  fund  campaign  expenses,  and  other  miscella- 
neous expenses.  As  our  annual  fund  income  increases, 
so  will  our  university  support.
